With regard to the fifth queftion, if voting by ballot is ad- 
vifeable ? I am clearly of opinion that it is not. ‘The idea of a 
ballot can have arifen, butte avoid the effe@ of fome- improper 
influérice ; and I conceive it much more auble, direétly to check 
that influence than indireétly to evade it, by concealment and 
deceits I am-convinced that trivial circumftances in things like 
this, tend greatly to form the national character, and. that it 
is more confiltent with that of a Britifh, or Irifh freeman, that 
all his aétions fhould be open and avowed, and that he thould 
not be afhamed of declaring in the face of his counwy, whom 
he withes to intruft with its interefts. Upon the fame’ idea, that 
ballots may be a cover for independence, they muft alfo be « 
cloak for bribery, and a {chool for lying and deceit. 

As to the feventh queftion, whether it would not be equita- 
ble or expedient, that boroughs now in the poffeilion of indi-
